building — listed as a complete 
loss — had been empty cartons 
for 
packaging candies. The 


monetary extent of the loss wa 
undetermined late this morning. 


Engulfed in Flames 


Fire Chief Otto Stoegbauer 


said the building was engulfed 
in flames when his department 
became aware of the 
blaze 


about 2:30 a.m. today. By mat 
time it was beyond saving, he 
said. He indicated 
the 
fire 


probably had been smouldering 
for a considerable time before 
three employes at the plant 
discovered the shooting flames. 
Firemen brought the fire under 
control and left at fi:4fi a m. 


The chief's only indication of 


what may have caused the blaze 
was spontaneous combustion. 


About 30 employes worked in 


the building, situated on the 
river about five blocks east of 
Main Street. A company official 
said equipment would be re- 
moved from the building to see 
what could be salvaged. Frank 
Turner, company president, said 
he hadn't "the foggiest idea" of 
what the d a m a g e s would 
amount to. He said he didn't 
know whether the office equip- 
ment on the first floor would be 
salvageable.

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The Apollo Report 


There hive been many unofficial re- 


ports since the disastrous Apollo fire last 
January that carelessness and lack of 
concern for the safety of the astronauts 
during the test procedure! were respon- 
sible for the tragedy. But the report of the 
blue ribbon board of review which has 
studied the natter for more than two 
months goes even further than rumors. The 
report is a damning condemnation of those 
in charge of the Apollo teim. 
\ 


Although the exact cause of the fire 


remains unknown, it is thought that a short 
circuit or an electrical arc set off the blaze. 
But while this may have been unavoidable, 
the failure of the Apollo team to recognize 
that "the test conditions were extremely 
hazardous" may have doomed the trapped 
astronauts. There was extensive use of 
combustible material which immediately 
burst into flame. The intense heat melted 
solder Joints and a corrosive and combus- 
tible coolant poured into the cabin. The 
increased pressure ruptured an inner hatch 
and the loss of oxygen meant clouds of 
toxic smoke. The report stressed that there 


were numerous examples of poor material, 
installation, design and workmanship, all of 
which might have contributed to the cause 
and rapid spread of the fir*. 


The committee. also made extensive 


recommendations for future construction' 
and use of space capsules. Most important 
are the need for an escape hatch which will 
take much less than the ninety seconds 
required to open the one in the old Apollo, 
and the readiness of emergency fire, rescue 
and medical teams when tests are in 
progress. 
Recommendations were also 


made for the "restriction of combustible 
materials and an airlike atmosphere rather 
than pure oxygen during ground tests. The 
hazard of fire in space is considered much 
smaller than on the ground. 


The deaths of the three astronauts in 


this case have contributed toward greater 
safety for those who follow them in space 
capsules in man's effort to reach farther 
and farther out into space. But the 
knowledge that in all probability the 
tragedy was caused by some pretty obvious 
blunders is a discouraging commentary on 
the entire space program. 


The Fox as a Water Source 


Those advocating that the City of 


Appleton merely expand its water treat- 
ment plant and continue to take water for 
public consumption from the Fox River 
may well have second thoughts after 
reviewing a recent report on five-year 
water samples prepared by Dr. William 
Gallaher. 


Dr. Gallaher, director of the Appleton 


Water Works since the early 1930's and 
considered one of the country's leading 
authorities on water treatment, used offi- 
cial State Board of Health records to make 
comparisons between Fox River and Lake 
Winnebago raw water supplies. 


While admitting Lake Michigan repre- 


sents the ultimate solution to obtaining a 
quality water supply for all communities 
throughout the region, Dr. Gallaher's 
report pointed out quite explicitly that as 
an interim solution the tapping of Lake 
Winnebago represents a vast improvement 
over the existing river source. 


Based on official records of the State 


Board of Health for the period Jan. 1, 1962 
to Jan. 1, 1967, and the proposed quality 
control standards for raw water for public 
consumption set by the Wisconsin Depart- 
ment of Resource Development, the water 
Appleton has been taking out of the Fox 
River is far below recommended require- 
ments. 


However, after 
heavy c h e m i c a l 


treatment, the river water does meet 
minimumJheajth,. standard.? and__dra§s,jjot,., 
pose a public health threat, Dr. Gallaher 
emphasized. 


But even with this tempering statement 


the figures comparing the Appleton and 
Neenah raw water intake give one the 
shudders when thinking of the heavy 
chemical treatment required to make our 
drinking water safe for public and indus- 
trial use. 


The report showed that Neenah, which 


obtains its municipal water supply from 
Lake Winnebago, receives water at its 
intake point which exceeds standards. 
Water taken from Winnebago' has far less 
bacteria count than that taken by Appleton 
from the Fox River. 


Appleton over the last five years met 


the raw water requirements only 25 per 
cent of the time while Neenah conformed 
100 per cent. The difference is the type of 
pollution — and this is what makes the lake 
much more acceptable than the tributary 
known around the state as "the dirty Fox." 


"When we talk about bacteriological 


counts, we are 
dealing directly with 


bacteria in the water from warm-blooded 
mammals," Dr. Gallaher said, and then he 
added more bluntly, that in addition to 
other types of pollutants, the Fox River has 
a heavy human waste contamination. 


The fact that the raw water obtained by 


Appleton falls 
far short of proposed 


bacteriological standards is another factor 
which federal officials should take into 
consideration as they ponder final action 
on Appleton's request for a $1.5 million 
water expansion project grant. After all, 
./actual information from experts - should 
surely hold more weight than observations 
from local self-styled "waterfront superin- 
tendents." 


We Wonf Our Wampum 


It's no wonder that some Indians in New 


York state have doubts about the faith of 
the white man's word. 


One tribe has unsuccessfully gone to 


court to try to halt a dam and power plant 
construction which will flood age old lands 
supposedly guaranteed to the tribe by 
treaty with the United States "forever." 
But while the white man finds he can toss 
out such old treaties, he hangs on to those 
agreements he wants to maintain. 


The Iroquois League is asking the state 


of New York to give it back its wampum. 
But so far the state has hung on to the 
variety of beaded belts which the Indians 
say go back to the 16th Century and the 
time of Hiawatha, a legendary figure who 
may have helped the Iroquois tribes unite. 


Reportedly the belts were acquired by 


the State of New York in 1898 when an 
Onondaga chief permitted the museum 
head to take them to Albany for safe- 
keeping. The state legislature duly passed a 
law saying that the wampum was to be kept 
"forever" because of their value as public 
records. But of course there were no 
Iroquois sitting with the legislature and 
there is nothing on record in writing by 
members of the tribe agreeing that the 
wampum was no longer theirs. 


Iroquois spokesmen complain that they 


haven't even been able to view the 
wampum in the museum cases long enough 
to read what they say. "We didn't give 
them the belts to keep," said one chief. 
"Now ask us if the white man's word is 
good."

But the State Depart- 
ment of Public 
Instruction, 


assuming that the ratio of non- 
public school children involved 
will be equal to the transpor- 
tation clientele of the public 
schools, has said that the first 
year cost will be around $10 
million, to the localities and 
the state. It is believed that 
600 new buses will be required, 
as an example.

Negroes Really Don't 
Want to Integrate

Speaking of " f o r b i d d e n 


fruit," as I was the other day, 
reminded me of a conversation 
I had with a Negro civil rights 
leader not long ago. We got 
onto the subject of Negroes 
"invading" w h i t e neighbor- 
hoods. 


You know," he said, "one of 


Harris 


the sadly amusing aspects of 
this whole matter of integrated 
housing is that the Negro, by 
and large, has absolutely no 
desire to live with or among 
white people." 


"Then what's all the agita- 


tion about?" I asked, as if 1 
didn't know. 


"It's about two things," he 


said. "First, our right to live 
where we want to, and, sec- 
ond, our need to get some 
better housing — and the only 
place better housing is found 
is in white neighborhoods." 


"You mean you don't want 


to move next door and eventu- 
ally marry my sister?" I 
asked. 


"I wouldn't want to move at 


all, if our slums could be 
rehabilitated and I knew that I 
had the freedom to move 
wherever I could afford it," he 
said. "It's just because most 
whites want so desperately to 
keep us out that we're deter- 
mined to get in. It's the old 
story of forbidden fruit — as 
soon as we could have it, we 
wouldn't want it so much." 


"Why wouldn't most Ne- 


groes want to live among 
whites?" I inquired. "Don't 
you think we're good enough?" 


"Stop ribbing me," he snort- 


ed. "Frankly, the real reason 
is that we And most white 
people are like ostriches with 
their heads buried in the saad. 
They're not with it. They kid 
themselves about too many 


things — tell lies to them- 
selves and their neighbors and 
their children about the way it 
really is in the world." 


"You mean we deceive our- 


selves about life more than 
Negroes do?" 


"You know it," he said. 


"Whites like to think of the 
world as being all manicured 
lawns and outdoor barbecues 
and everybody sitting happily 
in front of the color TV watch- 
ing Walt Disney shows — but, 
man that's not the way the 
world is, not more than five 
per cent of it." 


"So w e 'r e not realistic 


enough for you," I said. "What 
else?" 


"Well," he went on, "anoth- 


er reason we wouldn't care to 
live among you whites — 
given our druthers — is that, 
frankly, you're pretty dull. 
Fact is, most of you are 
constipated. You talk tight, 
you walk tight, you think tight, 
you feel tight. It's just a drag 
spending a lot of time with 
you." 


"I guess it is conceit," I 


said, "we whites imagining 
you want to live ammg us 
because we're so attractive 
and desirable. Somehow I've 
never looked at it that way 
before." 


"Naturally not," he nodded. 


"But take another good look at 
that unmarried sister of yours 
and ask yourself why I'd want 
to give up the swingers in my 
neighborhood for a stick like 
her."

MADISON - No fight for a 


£0.5 million addition to the 
buildiaf budfeti for the new 
branch campuses of the Univer 
sity of Wisconsin in Brown and 
Kanoaha counties will be made 
in the legislative Joint Commit, 
tee on Finance, legislative lead- 
tn from the affected areas 
decided Tuesday. 


The strategic retreat was 


decided by a M-partisan group 
of northeastern and southeast- 
em Wisconsin lawmakers meet- 
ing for lunch and consideration 
of action by the State Building 
Commission. The commission 
threw the four-year fate of the 
new campuses to the finance 
committee and the full legisla- 
ture where the backers of the 
additional funds might make a 
fight for the money. 


Instead, the group headed by 


Sen. Robert Warren, R-Green 
Bay, decided to back the $12.8 
million figure through the bud- 
get considerations on the floor, 
let construction planning start 
on the actual buildings contem- 
plated in that figure, and then 


introduce separate legislation 
asking for the additional 120.5 
million which would allow ex- 
panded schools to operate on a 
full four-year basis starting in 
1970 after opening to junior and 
senior level students in 1969. 


Lacks Votes 


Bluntly put by Warren, the 


reason for the retreat is that 
the group lacks the votes on the 
powerful finance committee to 
win backing for the expanded 
budget.

Here's some of the advice it 


contains: 


"Refuse to sign the loyalty 


oath ... play the homosexual 
bit ... play psycho ... arrive 
drunk ... arrive 
high (on 


narcotics) ... use a common 
pin on your arm for weeks in 
advance ... really look dirty. 
Stink ... tell them you wet 
the bed ... 
If you have a 


'friendly' family doctor or can 
buy one, you'll 
find he's 


extremely handy." 


The "advice" to college 


students, entitled "Ways and 
Means of 'Beating' and De- 
feating the Draft," has been 
distributed at the University 
of California in Berkeley and 
at other 
college 
campuses 


throughout the country. 


SDS members and chapters 


spend a great deal of their 
time and effort in draft resis- 
tance programs, anti-Vietnam 
war programs and protests, 
and in "peace rallies" and 
activities. 


"Vietnam Week" 


This week (April 8-15) is a 


week of "judge-ins," rallies, 
marches, petition campaigns 
and a wide variety of other 


• activities on hundreds of cam- 
puses across the country. It is 
"Vietnam Week" and it's be- 
ing planned by a group called 
the "Stud e'n t Mobilization 
Committee". 


The committee's literature 


lists five members, including 
the Chicago Peace Council 
which shares office space with 
the SDS at 1608 W. Madison 
St. in Chicago. 


A pamphlet describing the 


week's activities says, "We 
must face the true nature of 
the draft system. It is that 
system by 
which the war 


machine is nourished by the 
blood of young men. It further 
perpetuates a s y s t e m of 
racism in the United States. It 
calculatedly perpetuates the 
poor. It 
is used 
by the 


government to crush the as- 
pirations of American racial 
minorities." 


It describes the Vietnam 


war as a "racist war, a 
murderous war against a col- 
.ored people."

Week are Franklin Alexander, 
national chairman of W.E.B.

Left is "relatively small," but

A pamphlet entitled "Pro- 


test, What Is the Meaning of 
the New Student Left," pub- 
lished by The Free Society 
Association, also quotes Gus 
Hall, n a t i o n a l Communist 
Party chairman. Hall admits 
his 
party "is very 
much 


involved." 


Last 
summer Hall said, 


"Fronts are things of the 
past. We don't need them. 
We've got the ... DuBois 
Clubs, the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating C o m m i t t e e 
(SNCC), and Students for a 
Democratic Society going for 
us, but they're not 'fronts' in 
the usual sense of the word. 
They're just a part of the 
'responsible left' — that por- 
tion of American youth that 
realizes that society is sick." 


The pamphlet attempts to 


explain how the SDS became 
involved in world affairs in 
1965 after most of its early 
activity had been aimed at 
domestic situations. 


New Tactics Needed 


The SDS's JOIN program, 


to organize the poor, was 
running into snags. "Further- 
more," the article points out, 
"the civil rights movement, 
as one leader explains it, 'has 
a built-in dead-end'. With the 
passage of the new voter 
registration law, it was neces- 
sary to consider alternative 


tactics toward development of 
political power." 


Former SDS national presi- 


dent Carl Oglesby calls the 
Vietnam war "a symbol for 
the deeper ills of American 
society. We're not pretending 
to be pacifists." 


In other words, the SDS 


does not claim to base pro- 
tests on sincerely-held moral 
and religious grounds. "Paci- 
fism" has become a mere 
gimmick. 


No conditions have been 


spelled out by the SDS for 
ending the war. The slogan 
which shows up in literature 
and on students' protest signs 
is "Get Out of Vietnam." 


Some "heroes" of the New 


Left even want the U.S. to 
lose the Vietnam war. 


Eugenie Genovese, 
history 


professor 
at 
Rutgers (the 


state university of New Jer- 
sey), 
became a central issue 


in the 1965 New Jersey guber- 
natorial campaign for taking 
this position. 


Steven Smale, a mathemat- 


ics professor at Berkeley and 
one of the New Left's advi- 
sors, has stated Genovese's 
position with clarity: 


Defeat in Southeast Asia 
"We want the Viet Cong to 


defeat the United States for 
international reasons. If the 
U.S. is defeated in Southeast 
Asia, this will help break 
American power elsewhere in 
the world. This would give 
new impetus to revolutionary 
social change (wars of libera- 
tion) in such places as Africa 


and Latin America. And, if 
surrounded by revolutionary 
change, it will in turn make it 
easier 
to 
achieve 
radical 


change in the United States." 


A n t i -w a r demonstrations 


have been one of SDS' most 
notable successes. One year 
•fo, 15,00ft persons (mostly 
ttudents) joined in the SDS- 
sponsored E a s t e r p rotest 
march on the White House. 
Scheduled months in advance 
and lavishly financed, it was 
supported by every major 
New Left and peace group. 


Countless similar activities, 


mostly on a smaller scale 
have followed since them. 


Just a few weeks ago, SDS 


was one of the co-sponsors of 
the "Chicago Area Peace Pa- 
rade and Rally to End the 
War in Vietnam." The parade 
began at Wacker Drive and 
State Street and ended at the 
Coliseum, at 1513 S. Wabash 
Ave., where a public rally was 
held.

Two of the more prominent

The present program expires 


June 30, 1968. 


Extension of the program, he 


said, is necessary to accomplish 
the original objective—the pres- 
ervation of 25 million acres of 
waterfowl habitat. 


At the current rate, he said, 


less than one-half of this land 
would be bought before the pro- 
gram expires 


Most of the land to be pre- 


served is located in North and 
South Dakota and 
Minnesota 


where the so - called "prairie 
potholes" are located. Reuss 
said this three - state region is 
the last important duck breed- 
ing grounds in the United States 


Reuss said that in a normal 


year this region will produce 
some three million ducks, main- 
ly mallard, black duck, pintai 
and teal. 


"Ducks bred in the 'prairie 


pothole' area migrate to almosl 
every state in the union, as well 
as to Canada, Central and South 
America," he said 


The Reuss bill would not au- 


thorize any additional expendi- 
tures

To Work in Fox Valley Area 


Major Carriers, Unions Roach 
Agroomont, End 3-Day Lockout

An estimated 
1,500 union 


truck drivers in the Fox Valley 
were called back to work by 
major over-the-road carriers 
early today as the three-day 
ockout of Trucking Employes, 
nc. ended. 
The nation's major carriers 


and Teamsters Union arrived at 
contract agreement overnight. 


The settlement apparently 


caught trucking concerns and 
union representatives 
in the 


Valley by surprise. 


Tuesday night Appleton Local 


j63 and other teamster locals in 
his part of the state, met with 
tewards to map future plans in 
he event of a prolonged stand- 
ff. 


Plant Closed 


As the truckers and teamsters 
greed to terms, a spokesman 
or Miller Electric Manufactur- 
ng Co., Appleton, said the firm 
rould be shut down today as 
reviously announced, with pro- 
uction to resume "full blast" 
hursday. 
Miller, manufacturer of elec- 


trical and welding supplies, 
died its 650 production workers 


Tuesday due to dwindling steel 
and component supplies. 


Other firms were also consid- 


ering going to short work days 
if the lockout would have con- 
tinued into next week.

of the state today and was not 
available for comment.
